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Hooking Up the VCR 


Choosing a Hookup 


The hookups on pages 3 through 5 are divided into two hookup types: 
Basic (A) and Advanced (B). 


The basic hookup shows the backs of TVs that have only an antenna /cable 
connection. It is the easiest of the two and additional accessories may not be 
needed. 


The advanced hookup shows the VCR hooked up to a monitor/receiver 
(TV with audio and video jacks) using a signal splitter. This connection may 
improve the picture quality as well as convenience of operation. 


Answer the questions to choose the hookup for your VCR. 


1. How do you receive your TV signals? 

Choose one answer from below. 

A. Outside antenna - Turn to page 3. 

B. Rabbit ears (set-top) and/or bow tie antenna - Turn to page 3. 

C. Cable System - Go to question 2. 

2. What type of Cable-TV system* do you have? 

Choose one answer from below. 

A. Cable without a box - Turn to page 3. 

B. Cable box to unscramble all the channels - Turn to page 4. 

C. Cable box to unscramble only pay channels, such as HBO, Showtime, 
Cinemax, etc. - Turn to page 5. 

*You may need to contact your local cable company for assistance.

If you used one of the basic hookups, tune the TV to the 
channel selected with the CH3 CH4 switch on back of VCR. 


If you used one of the advanced hookups, tune the TV to the 
TV's video input. (See TV's owner's manual for details.) 


4. Turn on the VCR. 

A. Press VCR1 (VCR2) on the remote. 

5. Place channels in the VCR’s memory (AutoProgram). 

The first time you turn on the VCR or after a power interruption, 
the VCR will display a message on the TV screen prompting you 
to AUTO PROGRAM the VCR. If the message does not appear, go 
to step A below. If the message appears, follow the directions on 
the screen. 

Wait until the channel numbers stop changing. This takes about 
one to two minutes. The TV will then tune to the lowest channel 
found. Pressing CHANNEL up or down will select only the active 
channels. 

If you ever need to manually AUTO PROGRAM the VCR because 
you change cable or antenna signals: 

Press PROG VCR+ to display menu on the TV screen. If this 
menu does not appear: 

• Make sure TV is tuned to same channel as CH3 CH4 switch 
on the VCR or the TV's video input (refer to TV's manual). 

• Press VCR1 (VCR2), then press PROG VCR+ again. 

• If you use a basic hookup, check VCR indicator in display 
panel - it should be on. Press TV/VCR to turn it on. 

• Check the connections. 

Press 5 to display VCR SET UP menu. 

Press 2 to begin AUTO PROGRAM. 

The VCR automatically selects CATV (cable TV) or ANT. 
(antenna). If you need to change the setting manually, press 1.

6. Add or erase channels from the VCR’s memory. 

You may want to add or erase channels if some of the channels are not 
active, have weak signals, or you do not want to watch them. 

A. Press VCR1 (VCR2). 

B. Press PROG VCR+ on the remote to see the menu on the TV screen. 

C. Press 5 to display VCR SET UP menu. 

D. Press 3 to display ADD/ERASE CHANNEL menu. 

E. Follow the directions on the screen. 

F. Add or erase more channels by entering channel numbers or using 
CHANNEL up or down. 

7. Use TV/VCR button. 

Skip this step if you used one of the advanced hookups. 

When using one of the basic hookups, the TV/VCR button lets you switch 
between the picture coming from the VCR or the picture from the TV 
channel. This button allows you to record a program on the VCR while 
watching another channel on the TV. Details are on page 16. 

A. Press VCR1 (VCR2) to set the remote to control the VCR. 

B. Press TVA/CR to see the picture from the VCR. 

The VCR indicator lights in the display panel. 

C. Press CHANNEL up or down to change channels on the VCR. 

The channel number changes on the TV screen and in the display 
panel. 

D. Press TVA/CR to see the TV channels. 

The VCR indicator does not light in the display panel. Change 
channels using the TV's remote. 

E. Return the TV to the VCR viewing channel - CH3 or CH4. 

F. Press VCR1 (VCR2), then TV/VCR to switch back to the picture 
from the VCR.

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Using the Remote Control 


Controlling a VCR 


The VCR's remote controls two compatible RCA 
VCRs with the VCR1 and VCR2 buttons. Most RCA 
VCRs automatically respond to VCR1 without being 
programmed. If you own two RCA VCRs, test them 
to see if VCR1 turns on both VCRs. If it does, then 
program the REMOTE feature on the VCR to respond 
to VCR2. 


Helpful Hint: Notice the difference 
between the TV and VCR on-screen 
displays. This is one way to tell if the 
remote is set to control the VCR or the TV. 


Program the VCR for remote control 

Set the REMOTE feature of the VCR to the VCR1 or VCR2 position. 
The remote then controls the VCR with either the VCR1 or VCR2 
button - whichever position you select in the menu. 

A. Press PROG VCR+. 

B. Press 5 to select VCR SET UP. 

C. Press 5 to select either the VCR1 or VCR2 position.

SLOW TRACKING 



Component Buttons 

Press one of the buttons to set the remote to operate that component. 


VCR1 

Turns on a compatible RCA VCR 
and sets remote to control the 
VCR. 

VCR2 

Turns on a compatible RCA VCR 
and sets remote to control the 
VCR when it has been setup. 

See page 9. 


TV 

Turns on a compatible RCA TV 
and sets the remote to control 
the TV. 

Used with OFF button to turn on 
another brand of TV, other than 
RCA, when the remote is 
programmed to control that TV.

VCR Function Buttons 

Press VCR1 (VCR2) to set remote to control the VCR to use the 
function buttons. 


OFF 

Turns off VCR when remote is set 
to control the VCR. 

TV/VCR 

Switches the picture signal so 
that it either comes from the VCR 
or the TV channel. See page 8. 

PLAY 

Plays a tape. 

REW (Rewind) 

Rewinds the tape when the VCR 
is stopped. 

Searches the picture in reverse 
motion during playback. 

F.FWD (Fast Forward) 

Fast forwards the tape when the 
VCR is stopped. 

Searches the picture in forward 
motion during playback. 

STOP 

Stops the normal functions such 
as record, playback, rewind, fast 
forward, and pause of the VCR. 

REC/XPR 

Starts VCR recording. 

Used for express recording (XPR). 
See page 21. 


PAUSE 

Pauses action for viewing during 
playback. 

Pauses recording to prevent 
recording of unwanted scenes. 

F.ADV/CS (Frame Advance/ 
Commercial Skip) 

Lets you view one frame with 
each press of the button when 
tape is in stop-action pause. 

Lets you advance tape 60 or 120 
seconds during playback. 

CHANNEL A/W 

Selects next higher or lower 
channel in the VCR's channel 
memory. 

Numbers (0 through 9 &100) 

Select a channel up to 99 by 
pressing two numbers. 

Select a cable channel over 99 b} 
pressing 100 and then two 
numbers, or press and hold 1 
until 1 — appears on the screen.

Used for slow-motion playback. 


TRACKING A/W 

Lets you manually reduce the 
streaks that may appear on the 
picture during play, slow, or 
pause. 

Reduces picture "jitter" during 
stop-action playback. 

CLEAR 

Resets time counter to 0:00:00. 

Allows you to change entries 
when setting the clock or VCR for 
a VCR Plus+ or timer recording. 


PROG VCR+ 

Displays the main or VCR PLUS 
menu on the TV screen. 

Removes a menu from the screen. 

SPEED (Tape Speed) 

Selects a recording speed 
(SP, LP, SLP). 

EDIT 

Signals two properly connected 
VCRs to begin copying a tape. 

See page 22. 


TV Function Buttons 

Press the TV button to set remote to control a compatible TV. Some buttons may not work with the TV. 


OFF 

Turns off an RCA TV when 
remote is set to control TV. 

Used with TV button to turn on a 
compatible TV, other than RCA, 
when the remote is programmed 
to control that TV. See page 9. 

VOLUME A/w 

Raises and lowers sound. 

PREV CH (Previous Channel) 

Switches between two channels. 

Select one channel and then select 
another. Press PREV CH to 
switch between the two channels. 


CHANNEL A/W 

Selects next higher or lower 
channel in the TV's channel 
memory when remote is set to 
control a TV. 

MUTE 

Turns the TV sound on or off. 

Numbers (0 through 9 &100) 

Select a channel up to 99 by 
pressing two numbers. 

Select a cable channel over 99 by 
pressing 100 and then two 
numbers for compatible TVs. 


DISPLAY 

Shows the status displays on the 
screen 

Removes menus or displays from 
the screen. 

CLEAR 

Removes menus or status 
displays from the screen. 









Playing a Tape 


Operating Instructions 

To play a tape 


1. Turn on the TV and tune it to channel 3, 4, or TV's video input to see the 
picture from the VCR. 

2. Insert a tape in the VCR. 

VCR automatically turns on. The cassette-in ^ and VCR indicators light. 
Tape automatically begins playback if the safety tab on the cassette has been 
removed.

3. Press PLAY, if necessary. 

Playback indicator ► appears in the VCR's display panel. 

4. Press TRACKING up or down on the remote to remove any streaks from the 
picture, if necessary. Details are on page 14. 

5. Press STOP/EJECT on the VCR or STOP on the remote. 

6. Press REW. 

The VCR will automatically rewind the tape if it reaches the end of the tape 
during playback. While rewinding, you can press POWER on the VCR or OFF 
on the remote and the VCR will turn off after rewinding. 

7. Press STOP/EJECT on the VCR to eject the tape once it is completely rewound. 
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Playing a Tape 


Using the Playback Features 


Pause for Stop-Action 

This feature stops the tape in action and allows you to examine 
the details of the scene. Stop-action works best for tapes 
recorded in the SP and SLP speeds. 


Frame Advance (F.ADV/CS Button) 

Frame Advance lets you view one stop-action frame after 
another. Frame advance works best for tapes recorded in 
the SP or SLP speeds. 


1. Press PAUSE during playback to stop the action. 

The pause indicator (11) appears in the VCR's 
display panel. 

2. Press TRACKING a or ▼ to reduce any jittering of 
the picture. 

3. Press PAUSE or PLAY to return to playback. 


1. Press PAUSE to stop the action. 

2. Press F.ADV/CS each time you want to view a frame 
of the scene. 

3. Press PAUSE to begin slow-motion playback or PLAY 
to resume normal playback. 


Slow-Motion 

You can view the picture in slow motion during play or play- 
pause. SLOW A and ▼ allow you to change the speed. Sound 
is turned off during slow-motion playback. Slow motion works 
best in the SP and SLP speeds. 

1. Press SLOW a to increase the speed or ▼ to 
decrease the speed. 

2. Use TRACKING A or ▼ to remove any streaks from 
the picture. 

3. Press PLAY to return to playback. 

The VCR will automatically switch from slow- 
motion playback to stop after a few minutes. 

Picture Search 

You can search a picture during playback by fast forwarding or 
rewinding the tape. Sound is turned off during picture search. 
The picture is best for tapes recorded in the SP or SLP speed. 

Fast Forward Search 

1. Press F.FWD to search forward at a faster-than- 
normal speed. 

2. Press F.FWD or PLAY to return to playback. 

Rewind Search 

Use REW instead of F.FWD for the same steps in "Fast 
Forward Search." 


Commercial Skip (F.ADV/CS Button) 

This is useful for skipping commercials or short program 
segments. 

1. Press F.ADV/CS once during playback to advance 
the tape approximately 60 seconds. 

2. Press F.ADV/CS twice during playback to advance 
the tape approximately 120 seconds.

Using the Playback Features 

Automatic Tracking Memory-Stop Feature 

The VCR has automatic tracking which adjusts the picture when The memory-stop feature allows you to quickly return to a 

playing back a tape recorded on another VCR.

Manual Tracking 

Occasionally, you may need to manually adjust tracking on a 
tape recorded on a different VCR or camcorder. The TRACKING 
buttons on the remote are used when playing a tape. They have 
no effect during recording. 

When streaks or snow appear, press TRACKING up or down for 
the best possible picture. 


Time Counter 

The time counter shows the actual time it takes to record a 
program or play back a segment of a pre-recorded tape. 

It helps locate the beginning or end of programs you taped. 
The time counter resets to 0:00:00 whenever the tape is ejected 
from the VCR.

For example, if a 30-minute program was recorded at the 
beginning of the tape, you would: 

1. Insert the pre-recorded tape. 

2. Press DISPLAY twice to display only the time 
counter on the TV screen. 

3. Press F.FWD to fast forward the tape until the time 
counter reads 0:30:00.

Sometimes problems can be easily solved by checking a few basic things. 
Check below before you call for help or take your VCR to an Authorized RCA 
VCR Servicenter. 


Trouble 

Here's what to try: 

No power 

• Plug VCR into an operating outlet 

• Check connections. 

VCR does not respond to remote 

• Press VCR1/VCR2 to set remote to control the VCR. See page 9. 

• Aim remote at VCR with no objects between them. 

• Change batteries. 

Remote no longer controls an RCA TV 

• Press TV to set remote to control a compatible TV. See page 9. 

• Reprogram remote for RCA TV. See page 9. 

Remote no longer controls a compatible TV, other 
than RCA 

• Press TV to set remote to control a compatible TV. See page 9. 

• Aim remote at TV with no objects between them. 

• Reprogram remote after batteries have been changed. See page 9. 

• Change batteries. 

VCR only responds to VCR2 button on remote 

• Check setting of REMOTE (VCR1A/CR2) feature. See page 9. 

Poor or no picture for normal TV viewing 

• Press TV/VCR to turn VCR indicator off. 

• Switch TV to an active channel. 

• Check antenna connections. 

Snowy or no picture during playback 

• Press TV/VCR to turn VCR indicator on. 

• Check TV channel selected (3 or 4) to make sure it matches the channel 
selected with CH3 CH4 switch on back of VCR. 

• Check TV's fine tuning. 

• Check video cable connections between VCR and TV monitor. 

• Set TV monitor to video input channel. 

• Try another tape. 

• Some snow/streaks are normal during search, stop-action, frame advance, 
and slow-motion playback. 

Streaks in picture during normal playback 

• Press one of the TRACKING buttons on the remote to move streaks up or 
down and out of the picture. 

• Check tape-it may be worn out or of poor quality. 

Time counter not working 

• The time counter does not advance during unrecorded portions of tape. 

When an unrecorded segment of tape is encountered, the time counter will 
hold its count until recorded material is detected again. 

• A minus (-) will appear in front of the time if you rewind the tape farther 
back than a counter reading of 0:00:00. 

Will not record or play 

• No cassette in VCR. 

• Eject and re-insert cassette. 

• Broken tape-try another cassette. 

• VCR is in pause mode. Press PAUSE. 

Will not record 

• Safety tab removed from cassette. 

• Make sure the line indicator (L) is turned off in VCR's display panel for 
normal recording from the VCR's tuner. Press INPUT on the VCR to turn off 
the line indicator. 

Tape stops before complete rewind 

• Press DISPLAY on remote to turn off memory-stop feature, or press REW 
again. Tape rewinds to 0:00:00M when memory stop is turned on. 
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Trouble Checks 


Trouble 

Here's what to try: 

Rewind does not operate 

• Tape already rewound. 

VCR PLUS PROGRAM menu appears 
on TV instead of main menu when you 
press PROG VCR+ on remote. 

• After VCR PLUS PROGRAM has been entered, it will appear automatically 
when you press PROG VCR+ button on remote. 

Press PROG VCR+ again to display main menu. 

VCR Plus+ or Timer recording not made 
or wrong program recorded 

• Code number for VCR Plus+ program entered incorrectly. See page 19. 

• VCR Plus+ setup not done or done incorrectly. See page 17 or 18. 

• Cable box was not turned on at time recording was to begin. 

• Program entered incorrectly (wrong channel or times). 

• Power interruption. Clock area in display panel will show - 

• Check to see if time and date are correct-including AM/PM. 

• Program exceeded tape's length or tape was not rewound beforehand. 

• VCR was not turned off at the time recording was to start. 

• No tape in VCR or cassette's safety tab broken off. 

• VCR ejects cassette when the end of the tape is reached during a timer 
recording. 

Clock shows incorrect time or date 

• Power interruption. Clock on the front panel will show 

• Clock was not set accurately (check AM/PM and date). 

• Time counter display appears in VCR's display panel. Press DISPLAY on 
remote. 

VCR makes noise when stopped 

• VCR is removing tape from heads. This is normal. The head cylinder inside 
the VCR will continue to rotate for a few minutes after you put the VCR in 
the stop mode. 

Will not AutoProgram active 
channels correctly 

• Check antenna connections. 

• Check ANTENNA/CATV feature to make sure it is properly set. 

Tape plays back in slow motion 

• Press PLAY to return to normal playback. 

Cannot select channels over 69 

• Cable channels over 69 can only be selected if ANTENNA/CATV feature is set 
to CATV. Details are on page 7.

• Ninety days for labor charges. 

• One year for parts.
